GENERAL REPORT OF THE BOARD. 



At the beginning of the term covered by this report the 
Board consisted of Grant Neal, chairman; Jesse T. Mills and 
H. T. Jones. On April 1, 1905, J. H. Davis succeeded Grant 
Neal, term expired, and according to the law creating the 
Board Jesse T. Mills became chairman. On June 1, 1905, Jesse 
T. Mills resigned and was succeeded by M. F. Kincaid, who 
became chairman. On October 29, 1906, M. F. Kincaid re- 
signed and was succeeded by Matt L. Piles, who became chair- 
man. 

At the beginning of the term the institutions which the 
law placed under our charge consisted of the following: 

Western Washington Hospital for Insane, Fort Steilacoom. 

Eastern Washington Hospital for Insane, Medical Lake. 

State Penitentiary, Walla Walla. 

State Reform School, Chehalis. 

State Soldiers' Home, Orting. 

State School for Defective Youth, Vancouver. 

The Legislature of 1905 provided a division of the latter 
institution and renamed the institution at Vancouver the State 
School for Deaf and Blind. A new institution, to be known 
as the State Institution for the Feeble Minded was directed 
to be established at Medical Lake, appropriations for the new 
building, etc., being made. Such institution, was opened in 
May, 1906. 
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FINANCIAL. 



Appropriations are made by the Legislature to cover the 
two-year term beginning April 1st following the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Therefore, the expenditures for the six 
months ending March 31st, 1905, were paid from the appro- 
priations made by the Legislature of 1903, while for the 
eighteen months ending September 30th, 1906, the expendi- 
tures are from the appropriations made by the Legislature of 
1905. The cost of maintaining the institutions during the six 
months ending March 31st, 1907, will be paid from the bal- 
ances in the present appropriations. For the purpose of pre- 
senting the cost of conducting the institutions in a clear and 
concise manner, we have prepared the following tables, to 
which we respectfully call your attention : 

Table Number One is a statement showing the balances of 
appropriation made by the Legislature of 1903, on hand Octo- 
ber 1st, 1904, and amounts, if any, reverting to the State Treas- 
ury, March 31, 1905. 

Table Number Two is a statement showing the amounts 
appropriated by the Legislature of 1905, available April 1st, 
1905, expenditures from the same from April 1st, 1905, to Sep- 
tember 30th, 1906, and balances on hand October 1st, 1906. 

Table Number Three is a classified statement of the ex- 
penditures for maintenance during the two years ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1906, and includes all institutions.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 



The actual enrollment in the state institutions October 
1, 1904, aggregated 2639, but the actual number of inmates, 
subtracting those absent on parole, etc., was 2465. The Board 
in estimating appropriations for care of these charges figured 
on an increase during the current two years to 2782. That 
this was far below the actual growth of attendance is evidenced 
by the reports, which show an aggregate enrollment Septem- 
ber 30, 1906, of 3,213, and an actual attendance in the insti- 
tutions that date of an aggregate of 2963, with every indica- 
tion of a continuance of this ratio of increase for the remain- 
der of this fiscal period and for the future. The Board iji 
its estimates for the coming two years bases the same on an 
aggregate average population of 3,500, which i^ approximately 
an increase of 50 per cent, of the actual gain the past two 
years, added to the number actually on hand September 30 
last. Despite this exceptionally large increase, the Board is 
gratified to state that no deficiency appropriation will be re- 
quired. However, the increased attendance made necessary 
the exercise of the most rigid economy in all institutions, and 
in the hospitals for the insane it was necessary to deny patients 
such additional medical attentions as their needs required. The 
general enhanced prices of all food products and the need 
of providing more medical attention and the requirement of 
special diets for the rapidly increasing number of patients 
are reasons which impel this Board to ask appropriations for 
several of the institutions based on a higher rate per capita 
than used in the estimates of two years ago. It should be borne 
in mind that from the maintenance funds of the several insti- 
tutions are paid all salaries of superintendents, nurses, physi- 
cians, attendants and other employes, food supplies, etc., drugs, 
medicines, the expense of lighting and heating the buildings, 
clothing and shoes for the inmates, etc. As years pass the mem- 
bers of the Soldiers' Home are more and more in need of hos- 
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pital accommodations, with the constant attention of nurses 
and physicians. At the state school for Deaf and Blind good 
progress has been made in educating this class of children, 
but it is necessary that more experts in instructing the 
deaf and blind be employed to accomplish all the institution is 
designed for. This employment will increase salary allowance 
and require a larger per capita maintenance appropriation to 
care for same. 

Old Military Cemetery — There is at the Western Washing- 
ton Hospital for Insane at Fort Steilacoom, and adjoining one 
of the ward buildings of that institution, the old Fort Steila- 
coom military cemetery. We would ask your honorable body 
to either authorize the removal of the bodies to some appro- 
priate place and to make an appropriation for the same, or to 
make such appropriations as you deem sufficient to fence, 
improve and properly care for the grounds. 

Codifying of Laws — To the end that this Board and the 
superintendents and employes of the several institutions may 
be entirely familiar with the laws governing the Board and the 
institutions under its control, we earnestly request that all of 
such laws be codified and that a small appropriation be made 
for preparing and publishing same in pamphlet form, together 
with the rules and regulations governing the several institu- 
tions. 

For the State Board of Control we desire to request the 
same appropriation for the next term as that made by the last 
Legislature, with the exception that we would ask that the 
sum of Fifteen Hundred I)ollars ($1500) per year be appropri- 
ated for salary of the Secretary of the Board, and Twelve 
Hundred Dollars ($1200) per year for salary of the Clerk. 

Recommendations of appropriations for the several insti- 
tutions under control of this Board follow. 
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WESTERN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOB INSANE. 



The great need of additional medical officers and attend- 
ants, to give the best care to the inmates, has been recognized, 
but we have not been able to remedy this, on account of lack 
of funds. For the ensuing two years, we would strongly rec- 
ommend that two more doctors be employed, in addition to our 
present staff; also that six more attendants be allowed, four 
male and two female, for the present number of wards. In 
order to employ this additional force, and to allow the patients 
more comforts and better care, we ask for a per capita of 45 
cents per day, based on an average population of 1025 patients. 

Surgery — We are in great need of up-to-date operating 
and sterilizing rooms. The present facilities are practically nil. 
These can be built to join on the present dressing room, where 
we can have constant attendants — trained nurses — to keep 
them in good order. In an institution of this size there are 
constantly arising cases which could be benefited, if not entirely 
cured, by an operation. 

Laboratories — There is also a lack of facilities for doing 
research work, in the shape of autopsies and laboratory work. 
This also can be remedied without much expense to the state. 

Dairy — Our milk supply is too small. We have in the hos- 
pital many cases which subsist almost entirely on a milk diet. 
At present there are between forty and forty-five cows, on 
which we can depend for milk. This herd should be increased 
to at least seventy-five head. In order to do this, it is neces- 
sary, either that an addition be built to our present old barn, 
or, better still, that an entirely new one be built, on the latest 
hygienic and sanitary plans. 

For the above mentioned surgery and equipment, morgue, 
laboratory, and cow barn we would ask $8,000. 

Library — Another thing in which we are deficient is an 
up-to-date library. In order to purchase good medical works, 

—2 
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and also to increase the patients' library, we ask a Library 
Fund of $500, instead of $200, as formerly given. 

Power House — It is absolutely essential that a new power 
house be built, detached from the administration and work 
buildings, so as to reduce the danger of fire to a minimum. For 
this an appropriation of $25,500 is asked. 

Toilets — The toilets and bath rooms in some of the old 
wings are sadly in need of repair, and in most of the cases 
entirely new flooring will have to be laid. To put this into 
good condition $7000 is needed. 

The wiring of the old wings is in poor condition. Owing 
to this fact we are constantly in danger of having a fire break- 
out. For complete rewiring of these wards $5000 is asked. 

Laundry — Our present laundry is inadequate, both in ma- 
chinery and accommodation, for the amount of work which 
has to be done there. To install additional machinery and 
enlarge the capacity, $2500 is needed. 

For the general repairs and improvements the usual sum 
of $5000 is asked; also the usual Furniture and Carpet Fund 
of $2500. 



EASTERN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOB INSANE. 



Appropriations we recommend for this institution are : 

Maintenance — ^At 45 cents per day on an average of 575 
patients, we ask $188,887.50 for the two years. 

Repairs and Improvements — The usual appropriation of 
$5000 is asked. 

Rewiring Old Buildings — For this purpose $5000 will be 
required. 

Extending Heating System and Laundry — For this we ask 
an appropriation of $7500. 

Furniture and Carpets — Will require the appropriation 
of $1500. 
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Library — The usual appropriation of $200 is asked. 

Farm Buildings — We recommend an appropriation of 
$3500 for farm buildings for the reason that the farm of 320 
acres is situated about two miles from the hospital buildings, 
and the time required in going to and from work lessens the 
amount of labor at the farm fully one-fourth. Furthermore, we 
believe it better for the patients who do outside work that they 
live at the farm, rather than being placed on wards when not 
employed. 



STATE PENITENTIARY. 



Maintenance. — We recommend an appropriation of 32 cents 
per diem per capita, based on an average of 950 convict^, or 
$221,920. 

Hospital Building. — We recommend an appropriation of 
$17,000 for the construction of this building, the needs of which 
are recognized. 

Furniture and Carpets. — ^For this an appropriation of 
$3000 is asked to provide for both new and old buildings. 

Woman's Ward. — We recommend the changing of the 
present hospital building into a ward for women convicts and 
for this purpose ask an appropriation of $1000. 

Dormitory Building. — ^We recommend that such building 
be erected for the trusties, young convicts committed for minor 
offenses and first-term prisoners, and ask an appropriation of 
$26,000 for this purpose. This building will obviate the neces- 
sity for building more cells in the old prison building. 

Repairs and Improvements. — ^For ordinary repairs and im- 
provements an appropriation of $3000 is asked. 

Library. — We recommend an appropriation of $500 for this 
purpose. 

Jute Mill. — ^For jute mill machinery to double capacity of 
the present plant, we ask $75,000 ; for electrical machinery to be 
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used in operating the mill, $15,000; for power house and gen- 
erator, $5000 ; for jute mill building and stockade, $28,000. 

"We desire to call particular attention to the fact that the 
appropriations asked above for hospital, dormitory, power 
house, woman's ward, jute mill building and stockade are 
based solely upon material necessary to make these improve- 
ments, not taking into consideration labor, which will be done 
by the convicts. 

Penitentiary Revolving Fund. — ^For the operation of the 
jute mill and brick yard for the two years, we ask an appropri- 
ation of $175,000 and a special appropriation of $90,000, both 
from the Revolving Fund. The reason for asking this special 
appropriation is that the last appropriation of $150,000 has been 
exhausted and this Board has been unable to purchase jute suffi- 
cient to keep the mill in constant operation and furnish employ- 
ment to the convicts, owing to lack of funds and the very 
great advance in the price of raw jute, the difference in price 
being between $13.89 three j^ears ago and $27.65 now, or ap- 
proximately a doubling of the cost. On account of such in- 
creased price and that we are unable to operate the jute mill 
until raw material can be procured, we ask this special appro- 
priation be made available at once. 

We call especial attention to the statistical reports of the 
operations of the jute mill, etc., elsewhere in this volume, and 
the showing made of greater purchases of jute and increased 
output of plant over previous years. 

We also call your attention to the fact that under the pres- 
ent law the board is compelled to fix the year's prices for jute 
manufactures in the month of January at a time of the year 
when the prices for the coming season have not been deter- 
mined by the growing crops, and we request that the law be 
so amended that the prices for the year may be fixed during 
the month of May instead of January. We believe this will 
result in very materially increasing the revenues from the jute 
mill and would prevent the wide margin sometimes existing 
between the penitentiary prices and the commercial or open 
market prices. 

We also recommend that a statute be enacted to punish 
every person who speculates in the penitentiary manufactures ; 
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also that a law be enacted providing for a more equal distribu- 
tion throughout the state of all penitentiary manufactures. 

Road Work. — Under the laws of 1903, we have been oper- 
ating a small rock-crusher at Meskill, in Lewis county, using 
fifteen convicts in its operation. Owing to our inability to 
secure sufficient cars for shipment of the crushed rock, the 
work has been somewhat unsatisfactory. However, we believe, 
with a larger force of men and under ordinary conditions, we 
will be able to furnish crushed rock for building roads at less 
than one-half of the usual cost. If this or similar work is to 
be continued, and the work of convicts generally is to be 
utilized in the construction of public highways, to the end 
that good discipline may be inforced, we recommend that the 
present law of sentence fixing the time of punishment be 
amended by making all sentences to the state penitentiary in- 
determinate and providing for a Board of Pardons. In recom- 
mending the **Lideterminate Sentence,'' we do not wish to rec- 
ommend that the present law, dealing with habitual criminals, 
under the Cumulative Sentence Act, be disturbed. In other 
words, we wish to leave that law the same as it is now, the third 
sentence for life. 

If the convicts are to be employed on road construction 
work, we recommend that appropriations be made for that 
purpose. 

We further recommend that a department for criminal 
insane be established at the state penitentiary, and that in all v 
cases where insanity is pleaded in extenuation where crimes 
have been committed and the defendant is adjudged insane 
defendant be committed to the department for the insane at 
"Walla Walla penitentiary.

New Bnildings. — An appropriation of $20,000 is asked for 
the erection of a modem hospital building, as in our opinion 
all future buildings for this institution will of necessity be hos- 
pitals, the members of the home being practically all patients 
for hospital wards. The home is now crowded, and many 
worthy vcjterans are being deni(;d admission on account of our 
inability to care for them for lack of room. 

Repairs and Improvements. — The usual appropriation of 
$5000 is askod. 

Increasing Heating System— Wc ask an appropriation of 
$3000 for this purpose. This is to enlarge the present power 
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house and the installing of a new boiler to care for the proposed 
hospital. 

Furniture and Carpets. — For this purpose we ask $1500. 

Library. — We ask $200 for this purpose.

Maintenance. — Based on an average population of 150, we 
ask a per capita of 70 cents per diem, or $76,650 for the two 
years. 

Bepairs and Improvements. — We ask $5000 for the usual 
repairs and improvements and for making changes in. th^ old 
buildings used heretofore for the feeble-minded so as to better 
accommodate the blind. 

Furniture and Carpets. — ^For this we ask $1000. 

Heating. — We ask $2500 to equip the old building now 
used for the deaf children with modern heating apparatus, it 
being now impossible to comfortably heat the building even in 
moderately cold weather. 

Library. — We ask $200 for library. 

Manual Training. — This appropriation is asked that we 
may purchase material for the use of the deaf boys in teach- 
ing them carpentering, cabinet-making, shoe-making, harness- 
making, printing, plumbing and such other trades as they are' 
capable of earning a living at, also teaching the girls needle- 
work, cooking, housework, etc., and for teaching the blind 
hammock-making, chair-caning, telegraphy, typewriting, music, 
piano tuning, etc. For this we ask $2000.

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BEPOBT OF THE BOARD GOVEBING INSTITUTIGNS. 



"Whatever measure of success has attended the efforts of 
this Board in the conduct and management of the state insti- 
tutions under its control has been due in a larp:e part to the 
hearty support, encouragement and advice extended to the 
members of the Board by His Excellency, Albert E. Mead, Gov- 
ernor of Washington. 

In reviewing the work of this Board for the two years 
covered by this report, we call particular attention to the 
detailed classified statements covering expenditures for the sev- 
eral institutions. 

As these give in detail the amounts of the several appropri- 
ations and. the expenditures made therefrom, the Board deems 
it unnecessary to repeat the same here, and this portion of 
our report will only make reference to certain of the more im- 
portant special appropriations : 

Western Washington Hospital for Insane. — At the last 
session of the Legislature there was appropriated for new build- 
ings $101,000, and there has been expended from this appropri- 
ation $100,830.40, leaving a balance of $169.60, which will prob- 
ably be expended in making sewer connections, etc., for the 
new buildings. Plans for these buildings were prepared by 
Proctor & Parrell, architects, Tacoma, and the buildings were 
constructed by Hastie & Dougan, contractors. Two separate 
ward buildings were constructed, with capacity to care for 
approximately 140 patients each. They are substantially con- 
structed of brick, are fireproof, well ventilated and sanitary in 
every particular. In the spring of 1905 the Board purchased 
93 acres of land adjoining the hospital grounds on the west. 
For this purpose the Board borrowed temporarily $900 from 
the patients fund and $500 from the contingent fund at the 
institution. This land was purchased chiefiy for the reason the 
institution was much in need of additional pasture lands, and 
that there was sufficient growing timber on the land pur- 
chased to more than repay the purchase price. Utilizing the 



THIRD BIENNIAL REPORT 25 

labor of patients at the institution, the Board has cut and sold 
to the hospital approximately 500 cords of wood, at $2 a cord, 
this being 45 cents a cord less than the contract price for wood 
at the institution, and the loan from the patients fund has 
been entirely repaid. There is yet remaining suflScient timber 
to more than repay the contingent fund. Thus the state will 
secure this 93 acres of pasture land without cost. The Board in 
letting the contract for wood for the present year, instead of 
calling for 4000 cords, only contracted for 2500 cords, on ac- 
count of this additional supply. 

Eastern Washington Hospital for Insane. — ^For new ward 
building at this institution, there was appropriated $55,000, 
from which $54,327:36 has been expended, leaving $672.64, 
which will probably be spent in filling around the building to 
make grade, etc. Plans for this structure were prepared by 
John K. Dow, architect, Spokane, and the building was con- 
structed by Hastie & Dougan, contractors. This building is 
practically the same as the new building at Steilacoom and has 
the same substantial features and fireproof construction. The 
$500 appropriated for a bridge at Medical Lake has so far not 
been expended. The Board has been awaiting action by the 
council of Medical Lake, and that body has been unable to 
come to an agreement respecting the kind of structure to be 
erected. The appropriation of $200 for right of way for road 
will probably be expended, as negotiations are under way for 
the purchase of same. 

Institution for Feeble-Minded. — There was appropriated 
for building for the Institution for Feeble-Minded at Medical 
Lake $50,000. Plans were prepared by John K. Dow, archi- 
tect, Spokane, and building was constructed by Hastie & Dou- 
gan, contractors. There has been expended $49,210.91, leaving 
balance of $789.09. There is an unsettled account of about $600 
growing out of the construction of the building which, together 
with some minor changes in window guards, etc., will practi- 
cally exhaust the appropriation. This new building was ready 
for occupancy about May 1, 1906 . The Legislature appropri- 
ated $2500 for removal of the children to that institution from 
Vancouver. In this transportation, during May, 1906, $1711.47 
was expended, and the balance, $788.53, will revert to the state.

State Penitentiary. — There was appropriated at the last 
session for huilding and increasing cell room $20,000. Plans 
were prepared hy Messrs. Proctor & Farrell, architects, of Ta- 
coma, and the contract was awarded to the Minneapolis Steel 
& Machinery company. The construction was completed and 
the work accepted October 10, 1906. There was expended 
from this appropriation $12,745.30, leaving balance in the fund 
of $7254.70. From this there is yet due $6050.10 on the con- 
struction. 

Soldiers' Home. — There was appropriated for a new hos- 
pital building $10,000. After plans were drawn by Proctor 
& Farrell, we ascertained that it would be impossible to erect 
a suitable separate building for this amount, and it was deemed 
wise to build an addition to the old hospital structure. This 
was done at an expense of $9941.65, leaving a balance of $58.35. 
For increasing the capacity of the heat and light plant, the 
last Legislature appropriated $5000. The Board has installed 
the Webster-Warren heating system throughout the institution, 
at an expense of $4818.29. This has effected a great saving in 
fuel and has been an unqualified success. 

Reform School — There was an appropriation of $10,000 for 
the purchase of additional lands for this institution. The Board 
purchased from the McFadden estate about 68 acres of land, 
at a total cost of $5100, leaving a balance of $4900. From this 
balance the Board has a contract with John T. Newland and 
wife for the purchase of about 30 acres additional land for 
the sum of $2400. 



EMPLOYMENT OF INMATES OF INSTITUTIONS. 



The Board has continued the plan of providing employ- 
ment for the inmates of the institutions in its charge. It has 
been the aim of the Board to employ the inmates in lines of 
work conflicting as little as possible with the free labor of the 
State. 

For details regarding this we invite your attention to the 
statistical reports from the institutions elsewhere in this voliune. 
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TRANSPORTATION. 



The last Legislature gave to this Board the responsibility 
of transportation of convicts, insane and incorrigibles from the 
counties from which they were committed to the several insti- 
tutions under our charge. "We call your attention to the fol- 
lowing tables, showing the amounts appropriated and the ex- 
penditures made therefrom. We desire to say that, comparing 
the numbers transported with an equal number transported 
under the old law the previous biennial period, this Board has 
made a saving to the state of approximately $11,000 in the 18 
months this law has been in operation, or a sum more than the 
entire salary of this Board.

Exhaustive reports have been received from the ofScers 
of all the institutions, but the Board has deemed it advisable to 
publish only such portions as cover matters not included in the 
report of the Board. This is done to reduce the size of the 
printed report and also the cost of printing the same. 

WESTERN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOR INSANE. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

To the Honorable State Board of Control, Olympia, Washington: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to herewith present for your con- 
sideration the third Biennial Report of the Western Washington Hos- 
pital for Insane. Owing to the fact that I have only recently been con- 
nected with this institution, it will be impossible for me to give a 
detailed account of the patients of the past two years. 

The following tables show that for the first year, ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1905, there was an increase of 34 patients, 20 men and 14 
women; for the second year, ending September 30, 1906, the increase 
was 114 patients, 73 men and 41 women. The total increase for the 
two years was 148 patients, 93 men and 55 women. The total number 
admitted during the first year was 314; the total number admitted 
during the second year was 358; or a grand total of 672 for the two 
years. During this period 188 patients were discharged as "Recovered," 
154 as "Improved," and 21 as "Unimproved"; 161 died. The percent- 
age of recoveries, based on the number of admissions, is seen to be 
approximately, 27 per cent. The daily average number present for the 
period has been 879. This is nineteen more than was estimated, as the 
appropriation was based on an average of 860, at a per capita cost of 
36^ cents per day. 

The appropriation of the last Legislature, based as above, has 
proven to be inadequate for the proper care and treatment of the 
unfortunates in our charge. This is in a great part due to the fact 
that, although we have approximately 700 acres of land, the greater 
portion of it is unfit for cultivation; hence the enormous sums which 
must be paid out for vegetables, as potatoes, etc., and also for feed 
for stock. 

[Superintendent Calhoun's recommendations, having been 
entirely approved by the Board of Control, are found in the 
earlier pages of this report.] 
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Another matter which I wish to call to your attention is the need 
of a dentist It is not essential that he be here permanently, but it 
would be well to have him devote part of his time to each of the 
different institutions under your control. 

I do not feel that my report would be complete without referring 
to the necessity, in the near future, of establishing a ward for the 
isolation of tubercular patients. However, I am glad to say that there 
are not so many present as there were two years ago. 

If the additional officers asked for are granted, it will be neces- 
sary to arrange for quarters for them. At present we have every 
available building occupied. 

The new ward buildings, for which appropriation was made at 
the last Legislature, have been completed, and one of them is occupied. 
They are giving good satisfaction and are absolutely fireproof. 

All the male attendants have been measured for uniforms, and 
I expect the uniforms will arrive inside of two weeks. This will be 
a great advantage, not only to the discipline on the wards, but to the 
visitors, who frequently mistake an attendant for a patient. 

Occupation and Amusement. — Realizing that one of the best aids 
to recovery in the class of patients with which we have to deal is in 
giving them some light work and plenty of fresh air, we have ar- 
ranged so that all the patients, able to be, are out of doors both fore- 
noon and afternoon, weather permitting. A large number of them 
are employed on the ranch, caring for the lawn, looking after the 
cows, horses, etc. 

Every Wednesday evening a dance is given for the patients, and 

they seem to appreciate it thoroughly. During the week, if the weather 

is bad, afternoon concerts are given by the hospital orchestra in the 

Chapel. In the summer baseball forms one of the amusements, and is 

much appreciated. We usually have one game a week with some of 

the town teams. Our orchestra frequently gives concerts on the lawn 

in front of the administration building during the warm afternoons of 
summer. 

In closing my report, will say that, although there are many other 
things much needed for properly conducting an institution of this 
kind, the ones previously mentioned are those most important, and 
will greatly add to the welfare of the patients in our charge. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the efforts of Dr. J. W. Snoke, 
the Assistant Physician, and of Miss Jessie Peck, the stenographer, 
in making up this report and in straightening out a large number of 
discrepancies which we found in the past records of patients. We have 
instituted a card index system, and it will undoubtedly prove much 
superior to the former method of keeping records. 

The entire force of officers and attendants deserve special com- 
mendation for their services, and I also wish to thank the members of 
the Board of Control for their support and advice which I have re- 
ceived since being in charge of this institution.

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EA8TEBN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOB INSANE. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
Hon. State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen — The history of the hospital for the past two years, 
with its present condition and needs, will be taken up as briefly as a 
fair representation will permit. 

The duration of superintendency during this period is about equally 
divided between Dr. W. J. Howells and myself, his services closing 
September flrst, 1905. On that date Dr. A. P. Calhoun was made as- 
sistant physician, and continued In that position until August flrst, 
1906, when he was succeeded by Dr. B. W. Fell. 

***** 

The history of the patients during this' period contains no epidemic 
of .serious illness, and but few of the casualties which occur in vary- 
ing numbers in institutions of this kind. 

That better work may be done it is necessary that the physicians 
have a more thorough acquaintance with the personal history and the 
details of the mental and physical condition of each patient, and that 
the number of attendants be such as to enable them to give more 
attention to patients needing special care, exercise or control. As a 
benefit from this expense might be expected some shortening of the 
period of detention of recoverable cases, an increased number of dis- 
charges, and a more accurate and complete basis for the selection of 
patients to do necessary work, and for judgment in the matter of dis- 
charging individual patients. 

***** 

This list of recommendations is large, but I would urgently advise 
putting and maintaining the hospital in good condition, in the belief 
that the propriety of doing so will be recognized in the future, if not 
now. 

The services of an oculist and a dentist would be valuable in many 
cases. 

The appointment of a staff of other specialists, to be consulted 
as required, would also be a valuable aid' in the work, although with a 
efficiently large staff of resident physicians their services might not 
often be required. 

During the pas^ year the hospital has been honored by being visited 
by His Excellency, Governor Mead, and by representatives of various 
State Departments. 

Methodical visitation is considered of such value in some states 
that each hospital has its Board of Visitors, which serves without pay, 
except expenses. Such Boards could make of themselves very valu- 
able adjuncts to the Insane Hospital work in this state. 
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In addition to the usual dances and baseball games, the follow- 
ing persons and companies have contributed to the entertainment or 
pleasure of the patients: 

The Walton School of Expression, a varied entertainment; The 
Medical Lake Dramatic Company, a play; The Washington Water Pow- 
er Company, the free use of a car from Medical Lake to the grounds 
of the Spokane Interstate Fair; the Interstate Fair Manager, free 
admission of patients and accompanying attendants to the grounds 
and other privileges; The Spokesman Review, exchanges; Cheney 
State Normal Glee Club, musical and entertainment; Captain John G. 
McClelland, a bountiful treat of ice cream and cake; Rev. R. B. Has- 
sel, a regular appropriate religious service every two weeks. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge my indebtedness to faithful assist- 
ants in the various departments, and to you. Members of the Board of 
Control, for the aid and encouragement your visits have invariably 
given me.

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WASHINOTON STATE PENITENTIARY. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
Hon. State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith my report cover- 
ing the record of the Washington State Penitentiary for the Biennial 
Period ending September 30, 1906. 

In reviewing the conduct of this institution, as indicated by the 
various tables appended, and which are made a part of this report, I 
can but experience a feeling of gratification and pride. 

The increase in the prison population has been over 10 per cent., 
an Increase that was hardly expected when the last appropriation was 
made, the average population being 753.37, as against 645.87 for the pre- 
vious period, and the highest number heretofore reached. 

The cost of maintaining the institution amounted to $166,234.87, 
with the amazingly low average of 30.23 cents per daily capita. This 
must also be taken into consideration with the increased cost of all 
staple provisions, as well as the increased cost of building materials 
of all kinds, and other supplies, such as wood and coal. 

The prison physician's reports indicates a far smaller mortality 
than at any time heretofore; the death rate being less than 1 per 
cent., and the general health of the inmates was never better, there 
being but 15 patients in the. hospital at the close of the period. 

The prison discipline has been exceedingly good; fewer cases of 
punishment have been recorded than during any similar period. But 
one prisoner has made his successful escape from the immediate super- 
vision of the prison during the two years, and he was a trusted man, 
handed down from the previous administration, in a position with many 
liberties. The other four escapes were men who had been paroled, and 
their escape was unavoidable. 

•Fifty-seven prisoners have been paroled during the two years, 
and with but five exceptions all have done well; they have been self- 
sustaining, and have shown an inclination to lead a better life. 

Of the permanent improvements which have been made during 
the period, special reference is made to the new slaughter house; two 
additional wall towers in the prison stockade; an outside building for 
the trusties; the increasing of the cell room by 66 new cells; two 
large septic tanks and new water lines; aggregating nearly $20,000.00. 
Nearly all of the labor required in these improvements was performed 
by convicts, and did not in any way interfere with the operation of the 
jute mill, the brick yard and other work about the prison. 

The work of the jute mill is particularly commendable: The gross 
profits of the mill have exceeded $22,000.00; this profit, however, has 
been cut down some $11,000.00 by the unusual large depreciation in the 
appraised valuation of the jute mill, which was occasioned by the 
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removal of the engines and boilers; these were disposed of for a small 
amount, as they were practically worthless; the money received for 
their sale was turned into the Contingent Fund, and did not add to the 
earnings of the Revolving Fund, from which fund they were removed. 

The installation of the electrical power at the beginning of the 
season of 1906 has proved to be an exceedingly profitable innovation 
at the Jute Mill. It has not only greatly lessened the cost of operation, 
but has contributed greatly toward the success of the mill through 
providing steady power which could at all times be depended upon. . 

Owing to the trouble experienced in disposing of the prison-made 
brick during the past year, the brick yard has not been operated to 
its full capacity; we have, however, 2,980,000 good bripk on hand, fully 
ample for the construction of the contemplated improvements. 

Our prison tailor shop has been greatly improved, and for several 
months an increased staft of convicts have been employed in making 
.clothing for the inmates of other state institutions. This has not only 
been found to make a considerable saving to the state, but it has also 
provided labor for quite a number of convicts who otherwise would 
have had to remain idle. 

I feel that I should recommend a continuance and an increased 
capacity for this kind of work. 

I wish to add my endorsement to the contemplated improvements 
at the jute mill. I am fully convinced that the present capacity should 
at least be doubled; that sufficient appropriation should be made for 
supplying the mill with all needed materials, and that the act providing 
for the disposition of the products should be so changed as to enable 
the Board of Control to establish a more equitable adjustment of prices 
and conditions than which now govern the sale of our manufactured 
products. 

I must say, further, in the w^ay of improvements to be made at the 
institution, that I fully concur with the plans for the erection of a 
more suitable office building, a trusties' dormitory, and the re-arrange-, 
ment of the interior of the old structures. I would also recommei^d.a 
thorough overhauling of the present sewer system, with such improve- 
ments and changes as may be found necessary. 

In coaclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the assist- 
ance extended to me by my able body of assistants, and I feel that 
to them much of the credit is due for the success wnich has attended 
the management of this institution during a period which has just 
come to a very successful close. 

The prison physician, the state clerk, and the chaplain have a4ded 
their reports, which are also submitted as a part of the prison rejcords.

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STATE SOLDIERS' HOME. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

Hon. State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen — I herewith submit the third biennial report of the 
State Soldiers* Home for the two years ending September 30, 1906. 
As during eighteen months of this time the management of the Home 
has been conducted by my predecessors, the reports of the surgeon and 
the classified report of the adjutant herewith submitted will be in the 
main my report for this term. 

Among the improvements that have been made during this term 
are the completion of a new steam heating system and the installing 
of a new electric light plant. Since taking charge of the Home I 
have made the following improvements: 

The completion of Harmony Hall over the main dining-room, put- 
ting in baths and toilet rooms, the painting of Rogers Hall, putting 
down new floors over the entire porch of new main building, the en- 
largement of the bakery, building of a new barber-shop, the establish- 
ing of a separate morgue, the re-bricking of the boilers in the engine- 
room, the building of coal bunkers for the hospital, all of which have 
added largely to the comfort and welfare of the Home. 

All our lower rooms are full, and in order to accommodate all the 
applicants we have been obliged to utilize our attics, which I believe 
were intended for storerooms, thus obliging comrades seeking admis- 
sion now, to climb three flights of stairs to get to their sleeping rooms, 
and many being in a crippled condition flnd it most diflScult and almost 
impossible to do, and as the past two years show a rapid increase of 
membership in the Home and we can safely count on the continuation 
of said increase, I most earnestly recommend the building of a one- 
story dormitory of sufllcient size to comfortably provide sleeping rooms 
for one hundred men, with the necessary baths . and toilet rooms in 
connection therewith. Also a flve-room cottage for the engineer's 
department. 

The farm has proved a source of great help in providing almost 
everything we use in the way of vegetables and in the way of small 
fruits, with a surplus for winter use as follows: 

Ten tons of potatoes, 100 sacks onions, 1,000 quarts canned fruits, 
pickles, chow-chow, catsup, etc.; 10 barrels sauerkraut. 

The experiment of the fertilizers used have proved most satisfac- 
tory. Our dairy stock is in good condition aud the supply of milk 
sufficient for our needs. Our stock of hogs, ever on the increase, has 
enabled us to have all the fresh pork we need and a surplus to soil 
occasionally. 

The hospital, under the efficient supervision of Dr. A. Osburn, 
meets with the hearty approval of the patients and myself. 
—7 
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Whatever of merit may be found in the present state of affairs at 
the Home is largely attributable to the uniform cordiality existing 
between the oflScers and members and the eflScient and earnest manner 
in which all employes have performed the work allotted to them and 
the willingness with which they have carried out the rules and regula- 
tions of the Home as laid down by your honorable body. 

In conclusion, I desire to extend thanks to all our friends who 
have thoughtfully remembered the Home by gifts of new literature 
and all other donations of whatever nature, as all have helped to add 
comfort and cheerfulness to the Home. To Dr. Osburn, physician, and 
to Mr. Z. L. King, adjutant, I desire to express my sincere thanks for 
their hearty co-operation and praiseworthy manner in which they have 
ever performed their respective duties. And to all other officers and 
members who have so faithfully helped carry on the affairs of the 
Home. 

In closing, I wish especially to thank you, each individually, for 
your counsel, confidence, generous support and help in carrying on 
this loyal work.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

Mr. Willis L. Ames, Supt. Washington State Soldiers' Home: 

Sir — I have the honor to present herewith my report, as physician 
and surgeon, of the number of eases treated in the hospital and bar- 
racks of the institution for the two years ending September 30th, 1906, 
as follpws: 

Number of patients in hospital October 1st, 1904—31. 

Number of patients in hospital September 30th, 1906 — 68. 

Number of patients on furlough September 30th, 1906, belonging 
in hospital, 8. Total number of patients belonging in hospital Sep- 
tember 30th, 1906—76. 

Number of patients admitted to hospital from October 1st, 1904, 
to October 1st, 1906—230. 

Number of deaths in hospital from October 1st, 1904, to October 
1st, 1906—37. 

Total number of prescriptions at sick call from barracks during 
period— 9,133. 

Daily average attending sick call from barracks during period — 
12-|-. 

All patients in hospital are looked after daily and prescribed for 
as their individual cases may require at the time. 

The average age of those dying in the hospital during the two 
years is 67~|-. The 25 patients dying since May 1st, 1905, 9 have died 
of well defined paralysis, 8 have died of disease of heart in some 
of its forms, 2 have died from the general debility of age, no disease 
being well defined; 1 died of chronic gastritis, 1 of asthma, 1 of sar- 
coma, 1 of bronchitis, 1 of catarrh of stomach, 1 of pneumonia. 

The 68 patients in the hospital October 1st, 1906 — 20 have paraly- 
sis, 8 have disease of heart, 10 have rheumatism, 2 have cystitis, 4 are 
blind, 4 have asthma, 1 has neuralgia, 1 pneumonia, 1 injury to spine, 
1 indigestion, 1 phthisis, 1 urethral fistula, 1 disease of rectum; the 
remaining 13 have no well defined disease, but the general debility 
of age. 

A large per cent, of the fatal cases during the past 17 months 
has been patients admitted to the hospital on their admission to the 
Home. The sanitary conditions of the hospital and Home in general 
are good. The patients in hospital and members of Home in general 
are doing well and seem contented. 

There is one physician, one matron, three day nurses, two night 
nurses and two janitors to care for this hospital. The nurses and jani- 
tors are selected from the men in the barracks.

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STATE SCHOOL FOB DEAF AND BLIND. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

Hon. State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen — I herewith submit the biennial report of the condi- 
tion and needs of the State School for the Deaf and the Blind for the 
term beginning October 1, 1906, and ending September 30, 1906. 

I have been in charge of the insttiution since January 1, 1906, my 
predecessor, James Watson, being superintendent prior to that date. 

The industrial department, which is of such marked importance 
in a school of this character, had been practically abolished. The 
shoe shop, printing office and sewing room were, indeed, open, but 
were conducted solely for the purpose of doing the necessary work, 
and not with a view to teach the children. The carpenter shop had 
been definitely closed. 

My first efforts were to reorganize this department and place it 
on the same plane as the school rooms, conducting it in such a man- 
ner as to teach each boy and girl as much as possible about the rudi- 
ments of the trade to which each was assigned. A class in manual 
training for the blind children was started on March 1, 1906. Prior 
to that time nothing was being done to teach these children to use 
their hands in any way. No changes were made in the literary classes, 
except such as were rendered necessary by the changes in teachers 
and to accommodate the increased time in the industrial department. 

When school opened in the fall, the classes were graded, and more 
oral work was introduced. It has been the custom to employ one 
teacher trained for this special branch of the work and have him give 
half-hours lessons to such children as had some speech. The children 
doing their regular school work in classes taught by silent methods. 
In the fall of 1905 one oral class was started where the children were 
taught to talk by being made to do all their work orally. We now 
have three of these special teachers, constituting one-half of our 
teaching force, and every beginning child is put into an oral class and. 
given a chance to develop speech, if possible, before being taught by 
silent methods. It is my intention that every deaf child in Washington 
shall have the opportunity to learn to speak and read the lips of his 
friends if he has the ability. This work must be individual, and 
smaller classes are necessary, ten pupils being a large class for this 
work. For this reason it is expensive. 

A great and much needed change has been made in the provision 
for the blind children. On May 10, 1906, the feeble-minded children 
were moved to their new quarters at Medical Lake. With your per- 
mission, I began the renovation of the building left vacant and by the 
use of our own force we were able to put it in fairly good shape at a 
very small cost. When school opened in August the blind were sent to

this building, where, with the help of a competent corps of teachers and 
officers, they have done splendid work. In addition to the regular liter- 
ary work, we have classes in music, both vocal and instrumental, piano, 
violin and mandolin, chair-caning, hammock-making, typewriting, teleg- 
raphy and piano-tuning, while all the girls are learning to use the 
needle and many of them do their own mending. 

HEALTH. 

The situation of the school is such that we have every advantage 
of salubrious climate, good drainage, and spacious grounds, hence we 
have had no illness originating from local causes. Several accidents 
of a more or less serious character, unavoidable where so many chil- 
dren are playing together, have resulted in three cases of broken 
bones, and one serious burn. The latter was caused by Frank Mallory, 
a deaf boy from Asotin county, getting his hand caught in the steam 
mangle in the school laundry. Although he received the best medical 
attention, the result was the practical loss of the use of his left 
hand. 

In September, 1905, an epidemic of measles visited the school and 
for a time completely disorganized the classes. No fatal cases were 
reported, and before Christmas all were well. I am unable to give a 
more detailed account, as there were no records kept at the school. 

During the summer of 1905 a septic tank was installed to care 
for the sewage of the institution and do away with the. long line 
of sewer pipe reaching to the river. This pipe had been a constant 
source of expense, as the high water in the Columbia river invariably 
stopped it and made it necessary to open the ditch and clean it out. 
The septic tank is now caring for the sewerage and giving satisfac- 
tion. It would be wise to put in another tank at the building for the 
blind. 

In June, 1906, becoming alarmed at the cracks showing in the 
tower of the main building, which were constantly increasing, by 
your orders I consulted experts, and after an examination the tower 
was reported unsafe and ordered removed. This was done, at an ex- 
pense of $564.25. 

A great deal of work in the way of repairs to the plumbing and 
woodwork of the buildings was done by our own force through the 
summer vacation of 1906. Shower baths were installed in place of 
the old tubs. Enamel iron wash sinks took the place of the wooden 
troughs formerly used. The basement was repainted and cleaned, and 
many things done to add to the comfort of our children. 

The buildings were both rewired for electricity, the old wiring 
being in a dangerous condition. 

By moving the frame building used for the carpenter shop along- 
side the laundry, we were enabled to get power from the laundry 
engine, which we utilize to run a turning lathe and buzz-saw, giving 
the pupils a greater range of work. 

We have added harness-making to the trades taught, and now have 
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classes in carpentry, printing, shoe-making, harness-making, sewing 
and dressmaking at the school for the deaf; and hammock-making, 
chair-caning, typewriting and sewing at the school for the blind. 

NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL. 

The first and most pressing need is to get the pupils into a place 
of safety at night. The arrangement of the present building is such 
that should a fire occur at night nothing short of a miracle could 
prevent the loss of many lives. The older children now sleep on the 
fourth fioor, and the younger ones on the second flopr, while the school- 
rooms are on the third floor. As there are no halls above the first 
floor, this arrangement makes a firetrap of the worst kind. 

While the building is large, the interior is so poorly planned that 
we have no room available for sick children. In case of contagion it 
would be impossible to isolate a single case. When measles attacked 
the children in the fall of 1905, a hospital was improvised by hanging 
curtains around the sick beds in one end of the dormitory, in which 
30 or 40 children slept every night. It is not surprising that there 
were a great many cases. 

We should have two dormitory buildings, one for boys and one 
for girls, each two stories and basement; the basements to be used 
for work and play rooms, the first floor for sleeping apartments, and 
the second floor for gymnasium. This would enable us to utilize the 
main building for administration, school and hospital purposes. Fire- 
proof buildings of sufficient size for our needs could be erected for 
$12,500 each. 

Very extensive repairs will be necessary on the present building, 
as the roof is leaking badly, the heating system is an expensive and 
unsatisfactory one, and the plumbing is a menace to health. It would 
be wise to spend a larger sum on the repairs and change the interior 
arrangement of rooms, halls, etc., thereby economizing room and mod- 
ernizing the building. This would cost $10,000, including $3,000 for 
installing a Webster vacuum pump heating system. The importance 
of remodelling this building can be readily seen from the fact that 
each of the girls must climb fifty flights of stairs in the course of her 
ordinary duties every day, certainly a serious menace to their healthy 
development. 

We should have an appropriation of $1250 for painting. Every 
building here needs a coat of paint badly. 

The building now used for the blind is sadly out of repair, as 
very little has ever been done to it since it was built for the use 
of the feeble-minded. It is a veneer structure, and has had hard usage, 
but is admirably planned, and amply large for the needs of the blind 
for years to come. It could be put in good repair for the sum of 
$2500. 

We have here a beautiful site, overlooking the Columbia river, but 
little has ever been done to beautify the grounds. The fences are 
falling down and should be replaced with something of a permanent 
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character. One thousand, two hundred and fifty dollars expended on 
the grounds and fences would be economy. 

The per capita cost of this institution for the past two years has 
been very low, as compared to similar schools in other states. Sev- 
eral causes have combined to bring this about. First, while the feeble- 
minded were connected with the deaf and blind, the population in- 
creased faster than the expense. To show this, it is only necessary 
to refer to the item of teachers' salaries. With one hundred deaf, 
six teachers were employed, whose combined salaries amounted to 
$4415; for twenty-six blind, one teacher received $675; for 90 feeble- 
minded, two teachers were paid $720. This gives a per capita in each 
of these departments for this one item as follows: Deaf, $44; blind, 
$27; feeble-minded, $8. For some years we have received from the 
state of Idaho $200 a year for each child from that state attending 
school. The income from this source was about $4000 per annum. 
This helped to reduce the apparent per capita cost. The state of Idaho 
has started a school for the deaf and blind at Boise, and we no longer 
receive any income from this source. The feeble-minded have been 
taken to Medical Lake, and we have opened the School for the Blind 
in their old building. Modern methods of teaching require smaller 
classes and produce better results, but are more expensive. 

The average per capita of similar schools in the United States 
and Canada is $250 per year, or about 69% cents a day for twelve 
months. Our per capita is b2^ cents per day for nine months in each 
year. If we wish to have as good a school as other states furnish, 
we should expect to pay at least the average price for it. 

We should ask for an appropriation based on a per capita rate of 

$250 per annum for .150 children. 

Nothing is of more importance in schools than a plentiful supply 
of good reading matter. The usual appropriation of $200 for this pur- 
pose should be continued.

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STATE INSTITUTION FOB FEEBLE MINDED. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S SUPPORT. 

Hon. State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen — From June 1st, 1905, when the law creating the State 
Institution for Feeble Minded went into effect, until May 10th, 1906, 
the feeble-minded portion of defective youth remained at Vancouver 
waiting for the new building at this place to be ready for occupancy. 
During that time they were under the care of Prof. Thomas P. Clarke. 

The time of their arrival here was so close to the beginning of 
hot weather that school instruction was not begun until the first Mon- 
day in September. 

The work of organizing a practically new institution has gone on 
steadily. 

Eight attendants are kept busy caring for the children during 
the day and two at night. 

On the first Monday in September two teachers began instructing 
such as are at all capable of learning. 

It is too soon to say much regarding results, although already 
there are a few clear instances of improvement. 

As the law designates no lower limit of age, children under school 
age have been admitted and require much care. 

Children of all ages need medical oversight, but particularly the 
epileptics. 

Although the work has just begun, three needs come forcibly to 
mind. 

(1) Increased sleeping room. 

(2) Accommodations for better classification. 

(3) Play room space. 

The building is already filled to its normal capacity. Applica- 
tions continue to come in and crowding will soon be necessary. 

The desirability of separating the children into certain classes, at 
least the very young from the older ones, is great. 

In bad weather, when they must stay inside, the play rooms are 
not large enough and the halls must be used. 

I would, therefore, recommend the erection of a dormitory adjacent 
to the girls* part of the building, the upper rooms to be used by the 
small boys and girls, and the first fioor set apart as a play room for 
them and as an assembly room for all whenever it may be desired 
to congregate them for entertainment. 

That building would greatly relieve the needs mentioned, although 
another more cheaply constructed building back of the boys' wing 
would be very useful as a place where the boys could pass the time in 
rainy or moderately cool weather. 

This would enable them to have better air than a room 18x20 
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will permit, without exposing them to direct draughts, and also make 
it possible to keep the inside rooms and halls in cleaner condition. 

The work on the whole has been going on fairly satisfactorily. At- 
tendants have been increased in number to meet increased admissions. 
At first the work is not attractive to some who undertake it, but a 
genuine interest is usually awakened in them, due to the appealing 
dependency of the children and the expressions of affection they make 
toward those who care for them.
